Sui-vivors of Aii'plane Crash 
Saved by Burma Head Hunters 



By ERIC SEVABEID 
THE INDIA-BURMA JUNQLE— 

iDelaj'cd) — (UJ5 — Duraicjo Jungle 
head-hunters saved the lives of 20 
men who leaped by parachute from 
a crippled D. 5. tnmsport plane Into 
tlie moiuitolns of nortliem Burma 
three bccIcb ago today. 

I was one of the 20 and I 
grinding this out on a hand-crank 
wireless set dropped to us liy one of 
Uie rescue planes oC the air trans- 
port command. We are in- the mid- 
dle of a viltogo of aborigines on 
top of a O.OOO-toot mountain. In 
another four days we hope to reach 
civilization. Ahead of us ate more 
mountain peaks and torturous val- 
ley trails. Our party is in good ttiape, 
physically and morally, and wo 
'-now wc can make It. 

Cur . party— ai passengers and 
mcmbcra of the crow of a four-en- 
gine tranaport plane— was en route 
from India to China on Aug. 3 when 
engine trouble developed. Those 
aboard besides myself, were John 
Davlcs, Jr., second secretary of tlie 
American embassy In Chunsklng; 
William L. Stanton ot .the U, B. o(- 
lice ot economic warfare; two Ohl- 
cv: orilccrs and the plane's crew. 
The pilot told us to jutnp. 

Plane Explodes 
When my chute opened I saw the 
plane strike the ground and explode. 
I Jumped from a < height ol about 
ya lecL and my parachute, despite 
all my yanking at the ropes, drifted 
raiilclly toward the blazing plane. 
All ihe while I was uttering a praj'cr. 
Suddenly, a. gust ot wind blew me 
' - a hlllsIdB 



A short distance away I found the 
plane's Tsdlo operator.'Sgl. Walter 
Oswald, Ansonla, O. His lee was 
hroken. 7 made s splint and ban- 
daged hla lee with the aUk of his 
parachute. It wasn't a very protcj- 
slonal job but he wis able to hot>- 
ble with me to the wreckage of the 
plane where we bolh collapsed. 

lie had sent appeals for aid b 
-jre we parach'jted and within a 
hour a plane appeared overhead. 
Gathered' on Tro^ 

Slowly tha menibeis ot our party 
collected on » troll near an aborig- 
ine vlllase. I could hear natives 
yelling In strange JarRon along tl 
trail, I was unaimed--exccpt lor „ 
tiny penknife— so I nuhed to the 
side of Dur pilot who had a pistol. 
It Was wild, savage countiy. Some 
ot the world's moat primlUve killera 
live In these Assam mountains. 

Cut the natives came bearing food 
and drtnk. They led ua through a 
mar^ of undergrowth to their vll- 
lagB where thsy killed goats and 
plgt for Ui. 

Toward sundown of that first day 
— Aug. a— one ot our air transport 
command planes came over and 
spotted our signals asklne tor mcd' 
leal aid. It was a cheering sight 
when parachutes btocsomed and 
three rescuers Joined us, sent from 
American base only about lOO 
miles away. So difficult Is the coun- 
try It might take weeks—possibly 
months— for us lo reach It afoot.

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POSnVAR FORESIGHT NOW 

LUo in postwar America lan't going to be 
entirely n rosy, Sunday supplement miracle 
of soy bean plaatlcs, helicopter taxis, tear- 
drop automobiles and lunch-ln-London, din- 
ner-ln-Parla air travel. It will also lace the 
urgent necessity 0/ dolnff something about 
the dwindling oil and iron reEOurces ot "the 
rlcliest nation on earth." 

There Is no immediate cause lor alarm, un- 
less the war drags on beyond the most pesal- 
mistlc present e;(pectat!ohs. But government 
and Industry are remembering the lessons 
learned the hard way alter Pearl Harbor. And 
they are not waiting lor peace to tackle the 
problem ot- reserves In years to come. 

A senate bill Is now pending which would 
authorize the government to build and oper- 
ate pilot plants lor the production or syn- 
thetic crude oil Irom coal, until such time as 
private Industry could take over. Probably 
there will be no pilot plants In the near 
luture, for they tnke a lot of war-necessary 
money and steel. Siit a senate aub-commlttee 
has been holding iiearlngs on the subject, 
and has already inspected synthetic produc- 
tion In a plant of laboratory proportions. 
" While this start Is being made, the steel and 
mining Industry is rushing to lease low-grade 
ore deposits in Minnesota, at the same time 
searching for any now sources of high-grade 
ore. The low-grade fields have been known 
for years, and passed over because of the 
added expense involved In the use of this 
ore. But now, when reserves are of such Im- 
mediate Importance, they are the object of 
some furious diuoiiib- 

Of these two scarcity problems, that of oil 
Gccms to be the most serious. But It Holds the 
most promising solution. It has been esti- 
mated that our present petroleum supply 
might run out in 20 years, U no new Tescrves 
were discovered nnd we continued our present . 
rate of consumption. Our coal supply, on 
the same basis of computation, Is good for 
3,000 years. 

Wc have known about the oil -from -coal 
process since its discovery In 1014. So has 
Germany. But while the United States, se- 
cure in her natural abundance, did nothing 
about It, Qcrmany had a perfected commer- 
cial process operotlng 12 years later. About 
half the gasoline now used by the Nazi war 
machine comes from coal. It is believed. 

This country also has oil shale fields In the 
west estimated to contain enough oil to take 
core of our domestic needs for 50 years. But 
the 'extent, of this deposit's development has 
been one mine and retorting plant which the 
bureau of mines operated In Colorado for 
three years until In 1020 It ran short of 
funds. 

It Is time wo went to *6rl: In earnest on 
both these scarcity problems. Uncxploltcd. 
territories, particularly In a more accessible 
Aloslca after the war, might produce vast new 
sDurpcs of oU and Iron. But that Is no reason 
for not carrying Insurance against a repeti- 
tion of the costly and almost disastrous short- 
sightedness in the matter of rubber. 



HOME-FRONT OPTIMISM 
It Is. significant that the closer you got to 
the top of our military command, the nearer 
you get to the battlcfront, the less tollc you 
hear about an early end of the war. You 
win find the greatest optimism on on Ameri- 
can main street. But It grows less and less 
as you go up through the ranks of soldiers 
and sailors to the general oflicers In this 
country, then to tha civilians and soldiers of 
Great Britain, and finally to the -men who 

are doin g the actual fighting. _ 

"Bo when Elmer 'I3avli' told a press con-^ 
lerenco that "nobody knows" when the war 
will end. It can be taken as a carefully con- 
sidered statement. For the office of war In- 
formation director Is a thoughtful and level- 
headed man, and he Is furthermore In a 
position to know the optnlona of most of the 
best minds In the United Nations command. 

It Is natural and forgivable to overestimate 
the Importance of good news and encouraging 
rumors. But it li also well to bear in mind 
' the undoubted wisdom of this stateraent by 
Mr. Davis: - " 

' Until t^ie mass of the German army Is dB- 
feated. the war will not be over."

Was It wrong of him then, was It 
nnpatrloUc.'. lo try to save Britain 
from a war which ho bad no reason 
to think he could win, by abandon- 
ing a small continental nation of 
which hla own people had only a 
map-knowledio, and to hope that 
tho two mtghiy, ruthless and secre- 
tive dlctstorihlpa would come to a 
showdown on ttie eaatem frontT

Thi war against Britain and 
France waa touched oft by on net 
ot appeasement on Russlas part, 
tho treaty which guaranteed Hitier 
peace aa long as ho cared to maln- 
lam the peace on hU cotiem front. 
As Joseph Davles has toid us In bis 
book and on the screen. Stsiin was 
not ready and warned moro tmis to 
work out the mvsicnous prepsra- 
tlona which deceived not only our 
own milltaiy dignitariea but Hitler 
hlmseu.

Chamberlain baa been accused ol 
preferring HlUerllam lo bolsherlsm.

Ha may only 
have reckoned that HlUortara, by 
reason of the geographical illuatlon 
and of Dritaln'a aeemlng helpleaa-l] 
ness right under tha guna, waa th^ 
tnoTB ImmedUto menace. But even 
U It be granted that he did prefer 
Hitlerlsm os tho less hideous ot tho 
two scourges, wns be more guilty 
than tiiooe hi our country who pre- 
terrcd and still continue' to prefer 
communism? 

Tbus far, we hare seen that 
ammberlain sacrificed Csechoalo- 
vnkla nnd Stalin sacrillced nance, 
Norway, Denmark.

But Britain and the con- 
quered countriea ot western Europe 
had also gone through hell -Wtllle 
Russia supplied Hlllerwlth war ma-

A father In an oreummt with his 
son, and who was beng worsted, 
shouted, "Who's boss b'crc, you or 
me." ' 

"II It's punch for putch you are," 
Uie other said. "If Ifs dollar for dol- 
lar you are. But It It Is |lght against 

"^e'word "boea". ahoeld bo ellml- 
nnted Irom the horns' vocalmlary. 
There ought to bo no boes and no 
feeling ot It In a family. But. too, 
often, the home Is Uie background 
for a battle to decide supremacy. 
One parent, one child, wonts to dom- 
inate the life ot the group, and the 
flBhl Is on. 

Some families train a child i 
a boes. When he Is little he learns 
that loud howls brlns help nnd com- 
fort quickly. BO he walls louder. As 
he grows In power he leanu that 
having a tantrum, stamplns his feet 
and yelling himself black In the 
face, brings his will to action In 
thou around him. Other children 
are forced to yield to him, mother 
must wait on his. oiiaer. PaUrer has 
to accept his rule. That boy will ' 
hard to leacli otherwise. 

Children should be taught from 
(he start that they will get what 
attention they need, and no more. 
When they grow older youngster* 
Dhoutd learn by experience that they 
have to share everythlnn from toys 
to treats o( food and shelter with 
others. And tliey should be tauRht 
to take their share of work which 
must be done to keep a home to- 

Sther, If they have received that 
lining ihey will not know any. 
thlntc about being a boss. 

When such a child boss goea to 
school, as he must sooner or later, 
ho soon dlscovera that olher chil- 
dren dont know nnylhlhg about hli 
high handed authority. They look 
at him In surprise and say. "Oh, 
yeohT Eoys you." If he shoves them 
around he gets a punch In the nose. 
That teaches him his place. Such a 
development U ouiie ail tn the iced 
because children team life frctn 
each other much taster than frctn 

Mothers often try to interfere 
with this tonic education of their 
bossy dilldren. That Is a mistake. 
When such parents go to the res- 
cue children Increase their disci* 
pUne of the boss, and make his lite 
miserable until he accepts his place 
as one ot the group. A boss entered 
his tourtJ' '.*ear class and made him- 
self obnoxious. The other children 
decided he would not do and began 
ostracising him. They organiied a 
party to go to town and see a pic- 
ture their teacher had praised. The 
ycvRgsten got tickets for a bua, but 
none for the boss. They determined 
that he waa not to go with them. 
He noeded (o know his grtwve. Hien 
hl< mother called on the teacher to 
make a place for her ion. but the 
latter declined, saying It was not her 
>ffalr.Jn)0 youngsteni went without' 
the boss. Bo learned then and there, 
>o that the next party whk^ was 
hold' Included htm. Botses should 
not bfl cultivated In achool or in the 
bouse.
